Filing of the application for an in­ 
crease came within a w'eek after 
defeat at the polls last Tuesday of 
a proposition for state workmen’s

"How can I protect my winter^ 
roses to prevent winter k illing?" 
Most all of the hybrid teas, teas, 
and most of the hybrid perpetual 
roses need winter protection.. 
A 
good method is to pull dry, loose 
dirt up to the plant, for eight to 
twelve inches. 
One of the great­ 
est 
causes 
of 
winter 
k illing 
of 
roses is that water is allowed to 
stand, when the temperature is be­ 
low' freezing around the crown of 
the plant. 
This "hming" will pre­ 
vent water from standing around 
them. 
After 
the 
soil has 
been 
pulled up around the crown of the 
plant, then several Inches ot coarse, 
strawy manure will hold the mois­ 
ture In the soil and prevent the 
winter k illing. 
The warm sun of 
February and March will not start 
such 
handled 
roses

Leave this hilling on until about 
the 15th of April.
